(I) “The package andjor the label and|or the 
advertisement of infant milk food, infant formula and 
any other special infant food marketed as breast milk 
substitutes, shall not have a picture of inft'tjt<~or pic¬ 
ture of mother breast feeding infant or other forms of 
pictures or text which may idealise the use of such 
product.

“The package and|or the label and|or the advertise¬ 
ment of infant food shall also not use the word "Full 
Protein Food”, “Complete food” or “Health food* 1 
or similar expressions”.

(i) in bold capital letter as follows : 

“Important Notice—Breast Milk is best for your 

Baby". 

The colour of the statement shall be diderent from 
that of background text of label andjor advertisement.

fn) indicating the process of manufacture (spvav or 
roller dried) (except in case of weaning foods). 

(iii) containing instructions for appropriate and 
hygienic preparation including cleaning of utensils, 
bottles and teats. 

(iv) warning against health hazards of inappro¬ 
priate preparation as under,— 

‘ Infant formulallnfant Milk foodjSnecial Infant 
food—“WarninglCaut’on—Careful and hy¬ 
gienic preparation of infant food is most 
essential for health. Do not use fewer 
scoops than directed, since dilute feedines 
will not nrovidc adequate nutrients needed 
bv your baby. I'D not use more scoops 
than directed since concentrated feed will 
not provide (he water needed bv your 
baby”. 


“Weaning food”.—"Warning|Caution--Carcful 

and hygienic preparation as per directions 
given is most essential for good health of 
your baby”; 

(v) indicating the apptoxiatc composition of nutri¬ 
ents per 100 g of product; 

(vi) indicating the energy value in K. CaljJoulcs ; 

(vii) indicating the storage conditions specifically 
stating “Store in cool and dry place in an air-tight 
container”; 

(viii) containing the feeljng churl and direction for 
use and instruction for discarding left over feed. Ins¬ 
tructions for use of measuring scoop be explicit (level 
or heaped); Quantity per scoop be mentioned. 

(ix) indicating the period by which the product is 
to he consumed; 

(x) to the effect that the Protein Efficiency Ratio 
(PER) shall be minimum of 2.5 if the product other 
than the infant miTk food and infant formula is claim¬ 
ed to have high quality protein. 

4. In ride 42 of the said rules in sub clause (iii) 
of clause (B), the following shall be inserted at the 
end, namely :— 

“Sweetened condensed milk and other similar 
products which are not suitable for infant 
feeding shall not contain any instruction of 
modifying them for infant feeding”.
